In the great Tammany stealing 
operations Lugersoll, the cabinet-ma- 
ker, figured soiuowhnt conspicuously, 
As our remit. is w ill remember, when 
the day of reclaming came which Bent 
Tweed* to UlacUwell's, Ingersoll cum., 
in for a good ictuiy years' imprison- 
ment. A sliorl time ago Governor 
Tilden pardoned the on'oiuling "me- 
chanic," tuiti-.t to the disgust of many, 
but it seems with the understanding 
that the liberated criminal should 
make a clean breast of it, and bring 
home tho guilt to greater and more 
prominent offenders. Ingersoll has 
accordingly m ide his confession, and, 
truth to say, it appears to be an hon- 
est one. it is at any rate far from 
complimentary to himself, and that 
so far certifies to its truthfulness. Ac- 
cording to this confession, it was in- 
timated in 1S07 to all who supplied 
any stores 01 did any work for the 
New York corporation that they must 
bo prepared to pay a percentage on 
their accounts to the city otiicials. 
Upon tho announcement Ingersoll's 
father, who had been in the habit of 
doing city work, ceased to have any- 
thing to do with it, but [ngersoll jr. 
seeing money in it, made an arrange- 
ment with Iwee I and Woodward, 
whereby lie was to lis his accounts so 
that he could pay So per cent, to Con- 
nolly. When the arrangement had 
been* completed, Ingersoll, son, with- 
drew from his father's business and 
set up lor himself, under the' style- and 
title uf Ingersoll & Co. A host of 
tradesmen, whoso names are given, 
conducted business on the same foot- 
ing as Ingersoll. Their accounts 
were never audited, but were credifi- 
ed as they were made out, and regu- 
larly in Iiisreraoll received the war- 
rants for | ay iieut , ho ha i led over to 
Tweed and ute others their agreed- 
upon percentage. The uccouuts for 
furniture by-arid-byo became so nu- 
merous and so large' that it was not 
pleasant to hive IngeisoH's name as 
payee ou the oj all. Fictitious firms 
were accordingly resorted to, and the 
•work di t* 1 oliation went merrily ou. On 
a set of accounts called • "adjusted 
claims" tho city officials had to have 
55 per cent., of which Tweed got 25, 
Connolly ■•;), and Sweeney 10. Hy-and 
bye thai wa . found to L - insufficient 
for the hungry maw of the corpora- 
tion oui.-ials, and in lotU Ingersoll 
was directed to male out his accounts 
so that 3 j per cent, would meet his 
own claims, aud the rest would go to 
Tweed & (Jo. Before Ingersoll ooiiid 
take his warrants to tho hank for pay- 
ment he hud to rneel ivith one or more 
of the ring find figure up the share in 
the- transaction which went to each. 
As was very natural, on those occas- 
ions tho d" >r was always bolted on 
the inside. Then the warrants' were 
taken to the bank, and Tweed and t he- 
rest were invariably paid in cash ou 
the name day. After suits were com- 
menced ti •ainst Ingersoll. lie, by 
Tweed's ltd vice, destroyed all his 
books, so as to lease no trace of the 
infamy. In spite of all precautious, 
however, hit by bit il is all coming 
out. And a m ire iuipudoul and gi- 
gantic series of robberies has never, 
perhaps, boon perpetrate I than by 
these three or four persons who for 
years were tho most trusted citizens 
of New York.

Is Reform Necessary? 

When Groat Britain rirst sent her 
soldiers to China upon a hostile er- 
rand, the Celestials formed in battle 
array in front of one of their fortified 
cities, and beat drums and tom-toms, 
and yelled at the tops of their voices 
to (as they afterwards explained)f right- 
en the "English devils" off. A few 
shells pitched into the midst of the 
Celestial army put sotno hors de combat 
and the rest to flight. Finding that 
the British were not to bo scared by 
"sound and wind which signilieth no- 
thing," the Chinese Government short- 
ly came to terms and a long period of 
comparative peace between China and 
"outside barbarians" resulted. The 
tactics of tho Government of this Pro- 
vince and its supporters when oppos- 
ed by the solid facts and arguments 
of the Opposition remind us forcibly 
of the tactics of the Chinese on the me- 
morable occasion referred to. Instead 
of meeting facts and arguments with 
facts and arguments, they resort to the 
plan of hurling vile epithets at and 
attributing base motives to their oppo- 
nents; hoping, by tho adoption of that 
despicable policy to frighten tho Re- 
formers from the path of d uty and 
secure for themselves a renewal of a 
lease of power which their blundering 
and plundering policy has clearly dis- 
entitled them to. We have been 
drawn into this train of thought by the 
perusal of a leading article in the 
Government organ of yesterday. One 
would think that when a newspaper is 
the recipient of Government "pap" to 
the tune of $3,052 a year, it ought to 
be aole to say something in defence 
of those who so generously supply it 
with physical pabulum— to try and 
explain away the numerous charges 
of irregularity, favoritism and corrup- 
tion which have been driven homo and 
cleeted by the Opposition press. But. 
such would not answer tho purpose of 
the Government or its prints. They 
wish to evade all inquiry into their 
official acts. They tried tho same 
tactics with succoss in the House when 
they Burked the Indian, the Niohol- 
Bon and other Committees' reports. 
They are trying the same system of 
warfare now. It will not succeed. 
The Reformers are gaining strength 
daily and the Government have got 
to meet and fairly discuss all the is- 
sues raised by the Opposition between 
tbis aud the day of election, or retire 
forever from the positions they have 
disgraced by their inefficiency and 
disnouesty. Tho day for beating ket- 
tle drums aud tom-toms' and yelling 
at the top of the voice to frighten oil" 
the Opposition has gone by. Even 
tho Chinese havo reformed in that re- 
spect. To tell the Reformers, as the 
Chief Commissioner did in tho House, 
and as tho "Standard" repeated yes- 
terday : 

"What they (Reformers) are after is 
this — ihey wantollico aud the emoluments 
thereunto pertaining," 
Is no answer to serious charges made. 
Twaddle is not argument, and will riot 
satisfy the country, which has a right 
to demand from those highly-paid offi- 
cials the fullest explanation of all their 
official acts from the day they first 
took office to the present hour. Is it, 
true, as the organ asserts, that Refoem 
of the Government is unnecessary, 
when tho roads of tho interior have 
fallen into such a state of decay that 
teamsters are seven days making fourteen 
miles? Is it true that Eetobm is unnec- 
essary when the Supremo Court has 
just decided that one of tho most im- 
portant Government measures of last 
nes3ion was so bunglingly drawn that 
it could make no order under it ? Is 
it correct to say that Refohm is unne- 
cessary when wo have a Cabinet 
Minister who has told the settlers of 
an important agricultural district near 
Victoria that they "cannot expect to hare 
their road* and bridges made if they send 
members to oppose the Government ?" la 
it true that Refohm is unnecessary 
when we have a Minister of Minos who 
has never visited the mines, has made 
no report as to their capabilities and 
extent; who cannot distinguish a rock- 
er from a si uicebox or a coal seam 
from a granite quarry, and who knows 
less to-day of tho actual condition of 
the minors and their wants than, 
perhaps, any other man in tho Pro- 
vince ? "Will tho People believe that 
no Reform is necessary when wo have 
as Minister of Finance and Agricul- 
ture a gentleman who never has any 
money to county the Bank keeps it all!) 
who can scarcely tell a hoe from a 
spado, a drumhead cabbage from a 
turnip, or a mulo from a jackass rab- 
bit, and who after three years' incum- 
bency has not even tried to tell the 
country what he knows about farm- 
ing? Is it true that there is no ne - 
cessity for Reform when tho staff of 
subordinate officers has boon nearly 
doubled in the past two years; when 
tho Government have had a measure 
passed to double tho oxponso of le- 
gislation; when they are exceeding tho 
Appropriations of tho House in nearly 
every instance; and when they are 
bribing electors right and left with little 
jobs to induco them to sustain the 
Government Party at tho general 
election ? And, finally, has not 



Reform beeomo necessary to preserve 
tho country from ruin when tho Govern- 
ment after passing more than u yoar in 
holding tho Dominion Governmeht and 
Canadians up to tho world an cheats, 
rogues and footpads, havo actually plac-' 
ed tho country in Oaunda's power — bound 
it hand arid foot— by borrowing of the 
very men they have spared no terms in de- 
nouncing the comfortable sum of .-jflOIJ,- 
000, which tho Province 1ms not now and 
will not have for many years the remotest 
chance of repaying? Will tho most ease- 
burdened Minister and t lie lnosfcheeky" 
enjoyer of overflowing bowls of "pap,' in 
the face of these patent faota of Govern 
mental illdoing, still contend that Reform 
is unnecessary and that all "those people'' 
want is to get into olliee ?

Improvements- 



In our list of improvements yesterday 
we omitted to mention under ttio liead of 
Dominion Government expenditure that 
some $27,001) will bo oxpemlod in the 
improvement of Victoria hnrbor this 
year; that the liglithousos at Nanaimo 
and Victoria are to bo built immediately 
ftt a cost of S0500; that S15.0U0 will be 
spent in the erection of O.P.R.S. engi- 
neers' quaiters at James Bay; that a largo 
wharf and warehouses, costing 330,000, 
will be commenced .soon at Esquimalt 
harbor; and another wharf at Nanaimo — 
both for the reception of railway iron. At 
Nanaimo we hear the Vancouver Coal 
Co. will expend nearly 850,000 in opening 
their now initio, which has proved a most 
valuable piece of property. Dnnsmuir, 
Digglo & Co., at Departure Bay. will ex- 
pend a very large buui it: enlarging the 
works, opening tho soama and putting up 
dwollings— the cost being estimated from 
830,000 to 850,000. 

In speaking of city improvements we 
emitted to mention the fine residence on 
Humboldt street now in course of erec- 
tion for Mr. Kithet, J. P. With those 
additions the amount mentioned yester- 
day as to be expended in tho Province 
will bo increased by 8200,000, The total 
expenditure will therefore exceed §1,400 - 
000. 

Tlie Steel Rails 

The ship Uuanima sailed from Liver- 
pool for Esquimalt in the first week of 
May with oue thousand tons of stool rails 
and plates for tho Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way. The ship Benlah sailed from the 
same port in the third wook of May with 
nine hundred and fifty tons of rails and 
plates, and the ship Longfellow in tho 
fast week of M ty with quo thousand one 
hundred and iifty tons of rails and plates ; 
both of the latter ships being bound for 
Nanaimo. Those ships will bo due hero 
in September. 

Sehtous Blunder. — It may not per- 
haps bo generally known that the loss of 
tho piers for the bridge at tho mouth of 
Thompson River is due to governmental 
blundering and perversity. The sito 
ohoseu for the bridge was immediately at 
the confluence of tho Thompson with the 
Fraser; the structure itself below high 
water mark, and the landing on tho 
northeastern side was actually on the 
beach of the Fraser, below high water 
mark. Such, in fact, was it-i position 
that any ordiuiry and unscientific person 
could have told the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works that tho structure 
oould not possibly stand. Tho contrac- 
tor told him so, and only proceeded with 
the work under protest. Of oourso 
whenever tho water rose away went tlie 
structure and, in all probability, all 
hope of a bridge across the Thompson at 
that point. About a couple of hundred 
yards higher up the river were lo bo found 
two natural abutments or pi ira of solid 
rock, from which a bridge of less span 
by at least one third might have spring 
at an elevation offering much great fitcili 
tioa for approaches and quite beyond the 
reach of nigh water. This very favorable 
natural -site was pointed out; but with 
that Stupid pi? headed nesa which has 
dharaeterUeJ the administration of the de- 
partment, tho bridge was placed as abot-e- 
utated. As tho public are aware, when 
tho waters of tho Thompson ro^o thoy 
carried it away. Of course the loss falls 
on tho people. It falls especially on the 
good people of Lyttou, who are left with- 
out the much needed bridge. 

Great Sale op Live Stock.— A sale of 
horses, shorthorn cattle, sheep and pigs, 
took place at Toronto, Canada, a few days 
ago, and realized §70,910. The prices 
obtained w ere enormous. Senator Coch- 
rane put no six shorthorns und realized 
An average of SO, 111 00 for each animal. 
Airdrie Duchess 5th, roan, calved Nov- 
ember 5th, 1871, got by 2nd Duko of 
Oneida, dam Airdrie Duchess 2d, bought 
by Mr. Murphy, on behalf of Avery & 
Murphy, Port Huron, Mich., for 818,000. 
Previous to this heifer being put up, Mr, 
Cochrane stated that though frequently 
requested to place a value on it, ho 
was unable to do so, and it was therefore 
left lo be sold for just what it would 
brine. Mr. Murphy started with a bid 
of 810.000, from which by a rapid ascent 
815,000 was reached, and tho bidding 
continued to bo active between Messrs. 
Keen, Craig, Major and Murphy, until 
the lastnamod gentleman secured it by a 
bold leap to tho price at which the ani- 
mal wus knocked down. The bid of Mr. 
Murphy elicited a burst of applause from 
tho spectators. There wore* buyers from 
every port of Canada and tho States pre- 
sent. 



Savona's Ferry. -Tho chattel for this 
ferry expired somo time since. The rope 
by means of which crossing was oli'oetod 
parted during high water, and over since 
tho public have been loft without any 
reliable means of crossing. It will readi- 
ly ba understood what inconvenience has 
beeu occasioned on this tho highway to 
ouo of the most thriving and populous 
sections of tho Province. Surely the 
Government might exert itself to re- 
establish the much needed ferry or, butter 
■tUliCOoatruct a bridge over thoThompaon 
at that important point.

Tho Magistrate alluded to previ- 
ous convictions of tho accused, and said 
if thero was a proper prison for tho con- 
finomout oi' females ho would send 
Maggie up for six months. Tho caso was 
remanded. 

Thomas Oliver was charged with selling 
goods without a licouse from tho Muni- 
cipality. There wore throe distinct 
oharges and tho penalty is S-50 in each 
case. 

The matter was adjourned till Monday, 
at one o'clock, to allow Mr. McCreight, 
Q. C, to appear for tho defence. 

Victoria uy a Stbanobb. — Mr. MoOo- 
mas of tho Mountain Sentinel, Oregon, 
who was here u few weeks ago, writes of 
Victoria as follows: — 

"At half-past two, p. tt., wo steamed 
majestically into port and for the lirst 
time in our life set foot on soil upon 
which Undo Sam claimed no title. Vic- 
toria is beautifully situated. I did not 
learn tho number of population claimed, 
but judgo from appearances that the 
number would about equal that of our 
State Capitol. There are many notable 
peculiarities among them, uono more 
marked than the peculiar stylo of archi- 
tecture employed in the construction of 
tho city and especially in tho erection of 
government buildings. Another to us 
peculiar feature is, that nearly all tho 
business housos aro elosoil about five 
o'clock and are not again reopened until 
about oight o'clock noxt day. During tho 
interval the jolly Britons apply themselves 
assiduously to the task of reducing the 
supply of alo on the Island and woro it 
not for the indefatigable enterprise and 
perseverance of tho manufacturers they 
would soon succeed. As it is it is a close 
gome, and victory porches temporarily 
and impartially on either banner, whilo 
the coutest gous bravely on." 

We read iu the Scotsman that Mr. Do- 
1 ano's retirement from the post of editor 
of the'TSmes is now regarded as certain. 
His leave taking may possibly be deferred 
until October, but is quito likely to take 
place at the closo of the session. His 
public services havo been sufficiently 
great, and his private friendshin with Mr.

A Precious Scamp— The San Francisco 
Bulletin publishes startling developments 
in tho case of Miller, tho defaulting So 
eretary of tho W. D. Co., which shows 
that that tho name of tho so called Miller 
is Woodruff. He has a wife and family 
living in New York, with whom he has 
kept up a correspondence in his proper 
name, sending letters by way of Austra- 
lia, where his wife supposed him to bo. 
Tho amount of the defalcation is oxpeot- 
ed to prove much greater than at first 
supposed , probably from half a million 
to a million dollars. Tho company have 
discovered a large lot of English securi- 
ties into which ho had turned a portion of 
the abstracted funds. They also found a 
groat number of apparent sales of pro- 
perty to Woodruff, being simply trans- 
fers to himself. The company Btill pro- j 
servo much reticence concerning tho af- 
fair. 

Slander. — The Government organ of 
this city, in its yesterday's ii-aue, makes an 
untruthful attack upon Mr. Robson, M. 
P.P. — alleging that ho is tho writer of 
several letters that have appeared in this 
paper lately.

jBastom States. 

New York, July 8. — Gold closed at 
16, stooks active but weak. 

Washington , July 8. — Tho counters 
of tho money in tho Treasurer's office 
have counted 1055 in the cash vault 
and to-day counted Slb'.OOO.OUCTiu the 
reserved vault. No errors have been

Europe. 

London, July 8. -In the House of 
Commons this evening, John Bright 
presented a petition signed by b'05 
members of tho Agricultural Labor- 
er's Union and others for the exten- 
sion of tho household suffrage to 
counties and boroughs, ami fur re- 
duction (?) of parliamentary seats. 
Treveau moved a second reading of 
tho household franchise or counties 
bill. Hon. W. K. Forster sup- 
ported the Bill. The principle in- 
volved had already been decided up- 
on favorably by all parties. The pro- 
posed measure was one of such pure 
justice that its eventual passage was 
inevitable Henry Fa weed said the 
agricultural laborers had been ne- 
glected in regard to education and 
other things, because they had not 
been enfranchised. Tim Hmiso would 
ultimately be obliged to concede the 
demands of an indignant people. The 
speakers on the other s'Mc pointed 
to the largo majority against the bill 
at the last session, and urged that tho 
measure was inopportune. The House 
divided, and motion for tho second 
reading of the Bill was lost by a vote 
of 1G6 yoas to 208 nay.'-', 

Disraeli made a statement regarding 
tho contemplated vUit of the Prince of 
Wales to India Though tho Viaeroj' had 
intimated that the prevalent custom of 
making ceremonious presents need nut 
be-observed, yet the Prince must be 
placed in a position to exorcise genorosi- 
tv and display splendor. It would how 
ever be undignified to enter into a dis- 
cussion upon the point. His Royal 
Highness will start for India on the 10th 
of October and the visit will last six 
months. The expenditure to ensure the 
neoessary pomp and dignity would bo 
$710,000. McDonald, John" O'Connor, 
and Power pretested against the grant for 
tho Prince of Wales Eastern tour. Tho 
debate on tho measure talccs place on tho 
luth inst. 

In the House of Commons this nfter- 
noon Lord Hamilton, Under .Secretary of 
Siato for India, in answer to an inquiry 
of Grant Duff, touching the dilliculty bu- 
tween Great Britain and Burma)), said 
tho earlier matters in dispute had been

satisfactorily arranged. 'Tho King re- 
fused to permit the passage of British 
troops through Burmah; but Hamilton 
said that he hoped thoy wovld yield to 
tho representations of tho British Envoy 
and thus prevent a collision. 

DELAYED ^DESPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, July 5.— Among those at the 
American banquet last night was tho son 
oi President Grant, Sir Frederick Pot kins 
and Henry Riohard, member of Parlia- 
ment. The Standard says nono but Amer- 
oans would venture on such a display of 
bad tasto us tho banquet, and nono but 
English would attend such u gathering 
It is hardly decent for any loyal English - 
man to participate in tho celebration of 
English disasters. Tho American insur- 
rection was about tho most unprovoked 
rebellion iu history. Iu the present time 
forbearance and conciliation on tho Eng- 
lish sido is returned by Americans with 
insult and abuse, which is o.ily encoun- 
tered by cringing flattery ; and this Dean 
Stanley culls reconciliation aud peace 
making. Among Americans there aro but 
few, unless actually participating in tho 
general system of public plunder in thoir 
country, who would not joyfully 
exchange their country for the 
order, honesty, and' loyalty of 
this empire, from which long ago they 
made their insane revolt. 



English Mail. 



Mr. Anthony Trollope ia on his way 
to Australia, whence he will write a 
series or letters concerning the social 
condition of the inhabitants. 

Emigration returns at Liverpool 
continue to show a decrease. During 
tho month of May the diminution 
amounted to 5,915 below tho returns 
for the corresponding month last 
year. 

It is known that the Duke of Edin- 
burg has written several pieces of mu- 
sic, and it is now stated that his most 
ambitious oompooition, a concerto in 
E minor, is soon to be published un- 
der his own name. 

"Eosin" is the name given to a now 
colouring matter recently introduced 
into commeice, It \\n; liist produced 
by Caro at tho Baden Aniline "Works, 
and named by him on account of its 
beautiful colour, Eos, tho red of the 
morning dawn. 

The London Tavern was offered for 
sale the other day, but was bought in, 
after a lively competition, for .£81,500, 
to which sum the bidding had advan- 
ced from a first oiler of £65,000. Ten 
years ago the property changed pro 
prietors for .£41,000. 

At the dog show this month at tho 
London Crystal Palace, there were l,- 
178 animals exhibited, and a marked 
improvement iu all breeds was notic- 
ed. The Princess of Walos took the 
first priae f or a lino animals in the 
class of St. Bernard mastiffs. 

It is said that the Brlti h Clovoin- 
ment has scut out an agent expresaly 
to collect the seeds of tho Caucho 
trees of Darien, for the purpose of in- 
troducing that useful tree into the 
East Indies, as has successfully boon 
done with tlie Qtiina bark trees. 

A natural training school of music 
is about to bo established in London, 
and the Prince of Wales, as Presi- 
dent of the Society of Arts, has ad- 
dressed a letter to the Lord Mayor of 
London, inviting him ton eonfet'ence 
at Marlborough House, for the pur- 
pose of establishing froo scholarships 
iu connection with it. 

Tho cricket match between the gen- 
tlemen of England and the Univer- 
sity of Oxford was won this year by 
the latter in one inning. Tim "Gen- 
tlemen" made 133 and 47, and in the 
two innings lost eleven wickets from 
oue bowler, Mr. Foord-Kelcey. The 
University scored 358 in their one in- j 
ning, Mr. A. J. "Webb making the 
highest score, PJO. The game was 
ouo of tho most remarkable that lias 
been played. 

ManY stories about Messrs. Moodv 
and San key are running through the 
London papers. Hero is one of them. 
Mr. Moody was waited upon by the 
agent of a lifo assurance office, who 
desired to effect a policy on his life.

Thk Be88emkk. — The contractors for 
the building of the Bessemer stenmer, 
Farle's Shipbuilding and Engineering 
Company (Limited), Hall, took her 
outon the- 5th inst. to make their final 
trial of tho engine's. Among the party 
on board were Admiral Sir Spencer 
Robin ion, [£. C. 1!., Mr. llead.'C. B. 
M. P., Admiral Chamberlain, Captain 
Davis, .Managing Director of tho 
Bessemer Company, ami Mi'. E. El- 
gar. Manager of Eiilo's Company. 
The vessel was undorthe command of 
Captain Pittock, ami, loaving Dovor 
Harbour at about 11 o'clock, stoainod 
straight out into tho Channel, where 
her speed was measured over threo 
runs of half an hour each. Although 
tested under ordinary conditions, with 
common coal and bar own stokers, tho 



apced attained was 15^ knots, oraboi t 
18 miles an hour. The" steering qual - 
tioa of tho steamer were then tried 1 y 
measuring tho diameter of the circle 
in which sho turned and tho time she 
took in turning through the various 
points of tho compass. The result 
was in this caso equally satisfactory, 
as she turned very quickly for such" a 
long craft. Her draught of water was 
8f. BSin. The engines worked ex- 
ceedingly well throughout tho day 
and indicated nearly 5,000 horse 
power, which is in excess of what was 
expected and of what the builders bad 
contracted for. There was but little 
wind or sea, no that no opportunity 
was afforded for testing tho Htoadiness 
of the vessel, which, however, has al- 
ready been shown to be very remark- 
able. Tho Bessemer saloon was kept 
fixed during the trip. 

Tho Albemarle Club has at last, after 
many months' delay, opened its doors. 
This is an association organized on 
the principle of ignoring sex, and giv- 
ing to men and women together the 
ordinary facilities of a London club. 
There is a club for women separately 
already in existence on a small scale, 
but there never has been one where 
the two sexes meet on equal terms. 
Bold as tho venture is, it has tho coun- 
tenance of some of tho best women and 
mou in England, and itbogins with over 
300 members, having accommodation 
for 500. Care has been takon to meet 
some of tha obvious difficulties in tho 
caso. Only some of the rooms are 
to be used in common. There is a 
separate drawiug-room for ladies, and 
a smoking-room for men, from which 
ladies are expressly excluded — 
though smoking among ladies is not 
unknown. The dining. room is opon 
to botli but if a lady likes a cup of tea 
in tlie ladies' drawing-room sho may 
have that. At present there is nothing 
in tho rules to prevent a member of 
the club of either sex from asking a 
a friend of either sex to lunoh or din- 
ner. Tho ouly security taken on this 
point is that the name of the guest 
and host shall be entered together in 
a book open to inspection. The ma: 5 
riage relation gave riso to some de- 
bate, I hear, in connection with the 
question of membership; but it was 
decided that tho club had nothing to 
do with it, in other words, that a wife 
might bo a member without hei" hus- 
band, and a husband of course with, 
out his wife. I indicate only one or 
two out of several curioiui points of 
inquiry, somo of whioh remain yet in 
doubt and yet must bo disposed of. 
Tho oxpc-i'iinent is made in perfect 
good faith, and the club is entitled— 
since they would make it — to fair 
treatment. But it is difficult to see 
how its lifo can bo much prolonged 
without giving rise to scandal, though 
scandal and entire innocence, as is 
often tho cuse, go together, or to be- 
lieve that its members will not b\- 
aud-by find that thoy have made a mis- 
take,
